Hymns and ſpiritual Songs, and then betook ourſelves to Reſt; 
and the LORD made us to dwell in Safety. [Oh who can expreſs 
the unſpeakable Foy of religious Friends ? a 
Thur ſday, Dec, 29.

After this we went in queſt of our Ship, but find- 
ing ſhe was fallen down to Purfieet, and was not to remove 
to Graveſend for ſome Time, we returned to Deptford praiſing 
Gon, and praying for a Bleſſing on our intended Voyage. 


The LORD perform all our Petitions ! 


Being returned to Deptford with my Friends, we dined com- 


- fortably together, joined in a Pſalm, read the Leſſons for the 


Day, and concluded with Prayer. Some were then obliged to 
depart for London. After they were gone, I continued with the 
in particular Interceſſion for near two Hours, and then 
Gop was pleaſed to comfort my Heart, If parting from à few 
earthly Friends for a Seaſon be ſo grie vous, How will the Wicked 


bear to be parted from GOD and good Men for all Eternity!

Friday, Dec. 20. Went with our Baggage and nine or ten 
Friends in a Graveſend Boat to Purfleer, where the Whitaker 
was fallen down. Spent the Time we were on the Water in 
ſinging Pſalms, and particular Interceſſion; and came on board 
abour Ten in the Morning. 1 

I ſpoke ſome few Things to wy new Charge, ſpent the Re- 
mainder. of the Day on Shore with my Friends, in finging

Soon came another Friend with two bomeſt Men/ from 
Graveſend, deſiring me in the Name of the Miniſter to come and 
preach to them the following Lord's Day: Ar firſt I was un- 
willing to leave my own Flock in the Ship, but my Friends Rea- 
ſonings overbalanced mine, and I went on board, read pub- 
lick Prayers, viſited the Sick, gave the Soldiers an Exhortation, 
(ar which the Soldiers were farprifingly affected); and then 
took Boat with them for Graveſend. My Heart was much en- 
larged in Interceſſion. The Evening was exceeding calm, the 
Sky clear, and all Things conſpired to praiſe that glorious 
and lofty One chat inhabits Eternity, who ftretcherh forth the 
Heavens like a Curtain, and holder the ahem in the Hollow 
of his Hand. i 

About Seven at Night, Gov twought us fafe to Graveſend, 
where Mr. H. received both me and my Friends moſt cour- 
reouſly, and loaded us with many Benefits: The good Lord 
have Mercy on him in that Day. 

We ſpent the Evening very agreeably in Prayer, and Singing, 
and then betook ourſelves to Sleep, having before exhorted 
one another to prepare our Spices and Ointments of Praiſe 
and Thankſgiving, and to reſt on the approaching Sabbath 10 ; 
cording ro the Commandment. 

Sunday, Fanuary 1. Bleſſed be Gop for the 9 
ning of a new Year! for it has been a Day of fat Things: 
We roſe in the Morning, and retired ro an adjacent Hill, 
with my Friends to Prayer; and afterwards were moſt agree» 
ably ſurpriſed with the Coming of ſeveral more London 
Friends (whora I love as my own Soul), who came all .

Monday, Fan. 2, 1737-8. Sat up till Twelve at Night, to 
take leave of ſome of my Friends, whoſe Buſineſs obliged them 
to be at London the next Morning; and then, after three or 
four Hours Reſt, roſe and walked to Greenhith with the Re- 
mainder of my Friends, intending to take a Boat there, and ſo 
return to my Charge at Purfleer. Bur juſt as we were entring 
the Boat, providentially came a Boy, telling us, the Whitater 
was falling down to Graveſend, and ready to tail, if not actually 
under Sail; we immediately haſted back from whence we came, 
and went on our Way rejoicing. Pe 
About Eleven we reached Graveſend, and happily found 
the Ship was not to ſail till the morrow. This put Glad- 
neſs into my Heart, as it gave me an Opportunity of ſertling 
ſome Affairs of Conſequence, and converſing a little longer 
with my dear Friends. . A 
About Twelve o' Clock I went on board, leaving my Friends 
to dine on Shore: And as I went along, Go p was pleaſed to 
ſnew me he had given a Blefling to my Diſcourſes ; the Peo- 
ple ſeemed greatly alarmed, and wiſhed me heartily a good 
Voyage, and the very Sailors were ſurpriſingly affectionate. 
Bleſſed be GOD for ſetting his Seal to my unworthy Miniſtry ! 
Spent the Remainder of the Day in ſettling Things on board, 
viſiting the Sick, teaching the Children, and reading Prayers, 
and Preaching. All Love, all Glory be to GOD through CHRIST 

In the Evening I went on Shore again to my Friends, 

pray d, ſung Pſalms, and expounded (I think) a Chapter out 
of the holy Scriptures to them, and was not a little com- 
forted.

Tueſday Fan. 3. Went on board, read Prayers and Preached, 
vilited the Sick, and then took a final Leave, as I thought, of 
my Friends. Spent the Afternoon in writing Letters, and put- 
ting Things in Order. And (what I eſteemed a great Bleſſing) 
though I had been uſed to fo large a Sphere of Action, yet my 
Change of Liſe gave me not the leaſt Uneaſineſs, but my 
Heart was refreſhed with Joy unſpeakable, and full of Glory. 

This Evening began to read Prayers between Decks, judging 
it would be too cold above. 

At Night I went, according to Cuſtom, on Shore to Grave/- 
end, where I was agreeably ſurpriſed by ſeeing my Friends. 
I took leave of them in the Morning once more, the Wea- 
ther preventing their going to London. Here alſo Mr. C. W.
